Berschauer: 

quiet man on campus

Shawn Berschauer, Albert sophomore, was the exception to 
this rule. During heart surgery in May, doctors stretched his 
vocal nerves causing temporary damage to his voice. 

Berschauer whispered his speeches for the first few weeks of 
class of the fall semester. If his voice had not returned later in 
the term, he would have had to undergo additional surgery to 
correct this problem. 

When he was only two weeks old, his mother noticed he was 
not eating right and he cried until he turned blue. After run¬ 
ning tests doctors discovered a coartation of his aorta, which 
simply means a narrowed aorta. 

His doctors delayed necessary surgery until Berschauer 
reached the age of 2Vi. At that time his doctors knew the sur¬ 
gery would have to be repeated, because Berschauers body 
would grow but the repaired aorta would not. 

When Berschauer was 16, his blood pressure climbed and 
the doctors treated him with medication. His condition forced 
him to curtail participation in school athletics. He did, 
however, continue to play his favorite sport, volleyball. 

He has not seemed to let his medical condition slow him 
down. In addition to carrying a full load of classes he works ap¬ 
proximately 30 hours a week at a local shoe store. 

Over the years Berschauer has developed a philosophy of 
life. He said, “I think that life is what you make of it. You 
should never take anything for granted, because many people 
don’t have opportunities to experience life like we do.”

Muffitt sculpts mermaid for BCCC fountain 


Most people are satisfied to leave college behind with only a 
paper trail and a few memories in their friends’ or teachers’ 
minds. These memories soon fade as time passes. 

When Mattie Muffitt, Dighton sophomore, leaves Barton 
County Community College she will have left her mark on the 
college in a more permanent and humanistic form. She was 
selected to sculpt a limestone mermaid for placement in the 
wall of the fountain on the west side of the Student Union. 

Her sculpture in native Kansas stone will remain, and so a 
permanent piece of Muffitt will remain for all to see and 
enjoy. 

Muffitt became interested in sculpting when she was a 
sophomore in high school Because of her interest in three 
dimensional forms, her art teacher showed her how to work 
with her hand face and body in plaster. 

“It was only a matter of time before I got tired of plaster and 
began working with limestone. The first piece I did was very 
abstract. I couldn’t do realism. It has taken me all this time to 
sculpt realistically and my skill isn’t as perfect as I would like 
to have it yet,” she said. 

She said although her first piece was not very realistic, peo¬ 
ple could tell it was the face of an old man. “You could see the 
wrinkles under the eyes. He had thin hair and a stern mouth. 
The thing was mad. When I got done, the eyes just spoke 
to you.” 

She has continued her studies with Art Instructors Steve 
Dudek and Linda Ganstrom on campus and has spent time 
with Pete Felton, a well-known Western Kansas sculptor 
from Hays. 

Muffitt went to Felton in 1989 for help in finding a block of 
limestone. She had been asked by her cousins to sculpt a 
headstone for her uncle’s grave. 

Felton found a large piece of stone weighing 960 pounds. 
Muffitts parents helped her bring the stone to their farm 
for carving. 

As Muffitt chipped and chiseled, more than 100 pounds of 
stone fell away. As the headstone took shape she said she was 
worried about the form. Her cousins wanted her to decide 
what the final shape and design would be. Muffitt said she felt 
she was in a difficult position because she did not want to of¬ 
fend anyone. 

“I carved Jesus and the children in relief sculpture. It was 
greatly detailed and hard to do. I had a lot of difficult stencil 
work such as names and dates. My uncle was a special man, so 
I was really pleased to be asked to carve his headstone.” 

Muffitt plans to attend Fort Hays State University after com¬ 
pleting her work at Barton County. Eventually she said she 
hopes to sell her work. “Right now, I have several people wait¬ 
ing for a sculpture. If people see my work and it keeps selling, 
it is going to help me become established as an artist.” 


Muffitt said Paul Tschopp, director of the physical plant, had 
seen her work on campus and when the idea for the patio- 
fountain came up, he contacted her about sculpting a 
mermaid. 

She said Tschopp had a specific size he wanted and gave in¬ 
structions about the head, arms and tail. She said it was in¬ 
teresting for her to work with someone else’s ideas and sug¬ 
gestions rather than to design the sculpture alone. 

She said, “Wben I worked on the mermaid, I often thought 
back to classical Greek sculptors. I tried to put my feeling 
about water and the ocean into the mermaid. 

“As I finish a piece, I like to put in a secret part of me, someth¬ 
ing on the sculpture to signify its special meaning to me, other 
than the signature, something no one would know about. 

“The mermaid has a special chip where the tail joins the 
body. It looks like an ordinary chip, but to me, it signifies the 
honor I felt, having been asked to produce a sculpture for the 
public to view,” she said. 

Muffitt has succeeded in leaving a small part of herself to the 
college and to its future students who will sit on the patio and 
enjoy her talent on a fine spring day.
